THE REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


This is the first jubilee the Synod has been privileged to celebrate. | 
As an organization it lacks eight years of the age necessary to com- 


memorate anything fifty years old in its own life. But as the English 
Lutheran Synod of the Northwest it has not only sentimental occasion 


but also an organic historical basis for joining St. John’s Lutheran 
Church of Washburn Park in the observance of the completion of fifty. - 


years of English Lutheranism in the Northwest. Both congregation and 
synod were organized under the influence of the English Home Mission 
Committee of the General Council. The name of Passavant, father and 
son, are associated with them. St. John’s in 1890 was host to the pre- 
liminary meeting that led to and arranged for the organization conven- 
tion of the Synod the next year. The founder of St. John’s, the Rev. 

_G. H. Trabert, D.D., brought into being eight other congregations that 


to this day are members of the Synod; and even though his first con- 


_ gregation, old St. John’s, did not unite with the Synod until 1895 it was 
‘in spiritual accord with it from the beginning, and has been prominent 
in its activities to this day. 

The significance of St. John’s founding in 1883 to the English Luth- 
eranism of today is revealed in the report of the Historian to this con- 


vention. In its local field it has striven for the same ideals as has the 


Synod throughout its territory. We rejoice in the privilege of celebrat- 
ing with the congregation its beginnings, and are grateful-to it for the 
invitation to meet here. This is the fourth time St. John’s has been host 
to the Synod. In 1898 the Synod met in the new brick church on Chicago 
Avenue and Seventeenth street that had been dedicated on February 20, 
replacing the old frame structure at Fifth street and Eighth avenue 


South purchased from the Augustana church by Dr. Passavant in 1881 | 


before Dr. Trabert came. 

Seventeen years later, in 1915, St. John’s again entertained the 
Synod, over. which its own pastor, the Rev. A. F. Elmquist, then pre- 
sided. In 1920 the Synod met in St. John’s in special session and gave 
- birth to the new Divinity school which has matured into our Northwest- 


ern Lutheran Theological Seminary. Five years later St. John’s merged 
with St. James congregation, then nine years old, located not far from —

this spot, and established itself on this present site with this fine stone 
building under the name of St. John’s Lutheran Church of Washburn | 
Park. 

The two congregations and the third that Nailed teams this merger 
have experienced the trials and the triumphs of pioneer institutions. 
The present congregation has had a life and death struggle to maintain 
itself in its new building; but faith has triumphed and we rejoice in the 
conviction that St. John’s has passed the crisis and is now firmly estab- 
lished as a lighthouse illuminating this community and determined to 
send forth the Light of the world through her benevolences unto the 
ends of the earth. 

So also has the Synod grown and spread as the cnet of English 
Lutheranism. Wherever her pioneer pastors went they met with won- 
derment, suspicion, and even antagonism from other Lutherans. In most 
places there were a few forward-looking men like the: Rev. J. Ternsted 
of the Augustana Synod and the Norwegian Professors Oftedal and 


Sverdrup and Pastor M. F. Gjertsen here in Minneapolis who welcomed 


the English work; but for the most part the Synod has had to make its 
way unassisted and often challenged and opposed by its brethren in the 
Faith. Yet in spite of such hindrances, which sometimes have taken 
the form of charges of proselyting, of setting up altar against altar, or 
even of disloyalty to the Faith, the little Synod with the big name has 
grown and spread; and what is more significant, the English language 
has completely triumphed among all Lutheran bodies, so that we can 
view the accomplishments of the past fifty years with the joyous con- 
sciousness that the Lord has blessed the sacrificing efforts of our pioneer 
pastors far beyond their fondest expectations. May we be faithful to all 
the good things for which they stood, and be —— to walk in their 
paths. 


THE STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The Church has not escaped the effects of the times in which we 
live. The income for local expenses has fallen off in all but eleven of the 
ninety congregations that reported. (Only the congregation at Duluth 
failed to report.) In one case it was $4,000 less in 1932 than in 1931. The 
average shortage in twenty-seven congregations is 26 per cent. In spite 
of reductions in the 1933 budgets in fifty-six congregations, serious 
readjustments may still be necessary. The average reductions in the 


budgets of seventeen churches is $858, of which one is as high as $3,000 
The average in eighteen others is 21 per cent less than in 1932. Pledges 


are reported lower in forty-two congregations, the oes — in 
fifteen of them being 29 per cent. 

As a result of these conditions the congregations selon heavy 
indebtedness are in real distress. Although only one reports that its 
property is in jeopardy, eight have defaulted in interest, two in payments — 
on principal, and two in both. Two others foresee such default in 1933. 
Six are either refinancing or negotiating for reductions in interest rates. 

Yet the Church can rejoice in the courage and self-sacrifice with 


which both pastors and people are facing these distressing conditions. 
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The pastors in fifty-five instances have either volunteered or graciously 


accepted salary reductions, some as high as 25 per cent, 27 per cent, 32 
per cent and even 40 per cent of what they formerly received. The 
average of salaries reported this year is $2,066 not counting parsonages, 
or $2,330 if the 51 parsonages are estimated as worth $400 a year in 
rental value. This represents a reduction in total salaries paid of ap- 


proximately 14 per cent under last year’s reports. It is to the credit of 


congregations that thirty-nine still provide pastors’ telephones, thirty- 
nine postage, thirty-three office supplies, five auto upkeep, four fuel for 
parsonage and three electricity. On the other hand ten have discontinued 
provision for telephones and five for auto upkeep. 


In addition to salary reductions, thirty-nine pastors report sums 


unpaid on salaries January 31, 1932, averaging $301. Yet hardly a com- 
plaint is heard at the inconvenience this shortage entails. 

As showing the spirit of our congregations there has been no let-up 
on the emphasis on benevolence except in one case reported. The reduc- 
tion in benevolence income was less proportionately than in current 
expense funds in all but thirteen congregations, and in six benevolences 


actually increased where current income diminished. It is to be noted 


here that in eight congregations the local income actually increased, in 
three the new budget is larger, and in nine the new pledges are more 
than a year previously. 
- Coming to the more direct enti of grace at work in the Synod, 
_ three congregations have reestablished Sunday vespers, four special 
Advent services, two Sunday evening Luther League devotions, seven 


midweek prayer services and two extra Sunday morning services. It is ) 


a regret to note that four discontinued Sunday vespers. 

Church attendance has improved markedly, according to the reports 
of forty-six congregations. The increase is as high as 38 per cent in one 
of them. In forty-five the observance of the Family Altar has shown 
an increase, and in all but two the spirit of the congregation is reported 
good, although twenty-four pastors indicate that there is much room for 
improvement. Eight pastors report care of ten preaching points besides 
their congregations. Nine report twelve branch Sunday schools. There 
are twenty-five daily vacation Bible schools and fourteen religious 
schools. 


classes reported, four choirs including one men’s chorus; ten new 
senior Luther Leagues, five intermediate and four junior leagues; seven 
men’s clubs, two boy scout troops, two other boys’ clubs; three new 
Women’s Missionary Societies, two junior girls’ clubs and one Light 
Brigade. Two new Ladies’ Aid societies were organized, one cabinet 


for coordinating all activities, and one monthly family night instituted — 


by. a men’s club. Five new unclassified organizations are reported. On 
the other hand four brotherhoods and seven other organizations dis- 
banded.

Seventeen others list 
minor improvements to churches, grounds, and parsonages. Thirty-nine 
report repairs, painting, etc., done by volunteer labor of members out 
of employment. 

The care of church records | is still worthy of emphasis. One pastor 
acquired a steel filing cabinet, two churches installed safes, and two 


pastors gathered and filed old congregational. records hitherto lost or 


scattered. 


Only twenty-two report that Siirch treasurers are bonded. One. 


has discontinued the practice under a false idea of economy. The im- 


portance of this’ precaution cannot be overemphasized. Hardly a year 
_ goes by without the discovery of serious defalcations of the funds of 


some congregation. Again this year a loss of over $1,000 through the 
manipulations of a treasurer was discovered in a church that could ill 
afford the loss. No church is too small to escape this danger so long 
as we are in a world of sin. The Church is not immune to Satan and 


will not be until she becomes the Church Triumphant in Heaven.

Amendments to Constitutions = 


The Constitution of the Synod requires that proposed amendments 
to the constitutions of congregations be submitted to the president of. 
the Synod for his approval before adoption by the congregations. This 
is not an unreasonable requirement, inasmuch as all congregational 
constitutions are examined before the congregations are admitted to 
the Synod, and must be in accord with the constitution of the Synod. 
A recent proposed change in one congregation’s constitution is contrary 
to one of the fundamental doctrines of the Lutheran church. Your — 
president had to withhold his approval of the proposed change, and the 


matter is still pending. Pastors and delegates should report to their 


constituencies this requirement. Your president is at all times ready to 


confer with constitutional committees or with congregations in this 


matter. |

THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON INNER MISSIONS 


Inner Mission activities during the past year have been both a bur- 
den and a blessing. Reports from the conference committees while 
showing a decided decrease in receipts show an encouraging increase in 
service. Other than financial ways have been found to do this impor- 
tant work. 

Wisconsin Conference congregations are vesanind to have labored 
hard to bring relief. Many local problems have been solved by the indi- 
vidual congregations. Large amounts of food, clothing and other forms 


of relief have been given. General funds for the work have decreased 


and so the work has suffered. Bethany Home has been closed, only 
temporarily, we hope, and the property is being retained for some future 
-Inner Mission activity. 

Lutheran Welfare Society of the Twin Cities has experienced a 
decrease in receipts but has been able to care for more cases than ever 
before. A commendable spirit between the congregations and the society 
has been the solution of many a difficult problem. Three notable events 


occurred during the year. First—Mr. S. H. Holstad, who has been a. 


member of the board from the founding of the society was chosen as 
the Executive Secretary. Under his able leadership the work goes for- 
ward with effectiveness and satisfaction. The Rev. George Hansler is 
the new City Missionary for St. Paul. 

- Second—The Minnesota Conference of the Augustana Synod has 
united its welfare work with Lutheran Welfare and thus an able group 
of congregations are welcomed into the service. coe 

Third—The Lutheran Women’s Welfare League, cakes by Dr. 
Trabert' as an auxiliary to the Society, celebrated their Twenty-fifth 
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Anniversary on March 13, 1933, at St. John’s Church. It was a great 
event and was attended by over three hundred women. 

The League has over five hundred members who represent nine 
synods. There are thirty-six sewing circles that have sewed into gar- 


-ments ten thousand yards of material which was secured through the 
Red Cross, in addition to their many personal donations. In one month 


alone, over three hundred garments were made and given for relief. 
The women love this work. Certainly the Lord is opening doors of op- 
portunity for service and is bidding us to enter them with more bold- 
ness. Greater vision and more faith can do the seemingly impossible

THE REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION SUPERINTENDENT 


Before the end of 1932 the financing of the Home Mission program 
of the Synod brought on a difficult problem. The reduction in the allot- 


ment of the Board of American Missions to this territory at the begin- 


ning of that year had forced economies and salary reductions that 
seemed as great as the forces could stand. But in spite of the emergency 
measures reported to the Synod a year ago, still further reductions were 
. necessary for 1933. The Board of American Missions reduced its allot- 
ment another 10% and the synodical income had dropped approximately 
18%, and there has been no way of knowing how much would be avail- 
_able from either source for the carrying on of our work. | 


Your Synodical Board has been actuated by the principle that 


wherever there is a clear lack of opportunity for worship and service 
in a church holding the Faith of the fathers in the language of the 
children and the Board is importuned in Christ’s name, it will do its 


utmost to supply that lack whether resources are in sight or not. We 


have relied upon the promises of Him who says He is with us unto the 
end of the age. Thus far this faith has not failed us. We are able to 
report continued advance in actual work done and in congregations 
- organized and souls won to the Kingdom. The accompanying tabula- 
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tion shows thirty-two mission parishes as against twenty-seven a year 
ago. The five new congregations have added 295 confirmed members, 
and 387 others have been added in the older missions. Other items on 
the tabulation speak for themselves. , 

- These achievements have not been without real cost. As announced 
in this Board’s supplemental report to the Synod last year, both field 
missionaries’ work has been discontinued, and the men have taken places 
in the ranks of missionary pastors at salaries substantially reduced. 
Likewise all but four of the former missionaries have accepted reduc- 


tions down to a minimum standard of living. The four exceptions could — 


not have been reduced without being deprived of many necessities of 
life. The new missionaries have accepted their work at salaries lower 
_ than have been paid since the great war. And yet with all these reduc- 
tions in budgets the Board of American Missions, the Synod, and many 


of the missions themselves have been unable to pay the sums agreed 


upon, and there is dire want, deep privation and anguish of soul in many 
missionaries’ homes. Yet they labor on without complaint and continue 
to preach the Gospel to their poverty-stricken people and keep win- 
ning more and more to the great Refuge of the weary. One missionary 
reports that by reason of voluntary reduction in salary, of an arrange- 
ment of barter whereby people’s donations of necessities of life were 
credited to church pledges, and of the Synod’s special relief offerings, 
the 1932 salary was paid in full at the end of the year. This was in a 
badly drought-stricken community and shows the manner in which 
some pastors and people are carrying on the work. 

. Truly these faithful pastors are walking in the paths of the Asoaties 
and even the martyrs of the Church. They are the Synod’s ambassadors 
to souls for whom the Savior died. Shall we permit them to continue 


to suffer? Shall we advise them to undertake secular work to supple-_ 


ment their meagre and halting salaries, or to leave the ministry en- 

tirely? Shall we abandon some of our missions? Let us bear in mind 
that the boards have been most careful not to undertake any mission 
-work where other churches are reaching the people with the true Faith 
in the people’s language. If we withdraw it will mean the members and 
the communities are untouched by the Gospel. Dare we do so, or shall 
we advance, showing the same sacrificial faith as the men we send, and 


giving sacrificially that they may carry on? In Christ’s Name let our 


_ Home Mission work not cease, or even slow up. It is His command that 
we go forward. | 

There were no changes of pastors in = of the missions on last 
year’s budget. The new work reported or planned in the Supplemental 


Report of the Board at the 1932 convention (Minutes, P. 58), has been 


carried on and has borne fruit. The accompanying table shows the ac- 
complishments of all of the missions that have resulted from them. A 
few special items deserve mention: 


Calvary, Antigo purchased a frame building sama used by an- 
other denomination and located on a prominent corner opposite the 
city High School for the low figure of $2,000. The cost has been financed 
locally, without Church Extension aid. | 
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Jackson Park, Milwaukee, completed its organization n Apri 28, 1932, 


_and through the efforts of Field Missionary Baughman in getting a 


great deal of volunteer labor from other Milwaukee churches, erected a 
pleasing chapel on a donated lot at a cost below $1,000. A call was is- 
sued to student supply Victor A. Gieschen, who was ee cceeragectad | 


il and installed September 18. 


Long Lake, Minn. This work was detayed icieceilaat while the 


decision of the Home Mission Council (Lutheran, Intersynodical) was 


pending. Favorable decision was given, and the Rev. Carl V. Tambert, 
of St. John’s, Mound, gathered a congregation under the name of Trin- — 


ity, organized December 16, 1932. The congregation called Rev. Tam- 


bert, and the work is being done in connection with Mound, which is 
about eight miles distant. The new congregation worships in a lodge 
hall. The decision of the Home Mission Council recommended that the 
work at Wayzata be left to the Norwegian Lutheran Church in America. 


Beaver Dam, Wis. was canvassed by Field Missionary Shelhart 
beginning June 1, services opening June 26, and organization consum- 
mated October 9, 1932, with 128 members. Rev. Shelhart was called as — 
pastor and was installed January 15, 1933. The congregation worships 
in a former Presbyterian church, fully equipped, including a pipe organ, 
and have taken an option on it for $7,000. The Board of American Mis- 
sions have granted a Church Extension loan of $1,000 to be paid when 


that amount is repaid by churches now having loans. 


Nativity, Milwaukee: Field Missionary Baughman was delayed in 
beginning his canvass of the Blue Mound section of Milwaukee while 
the Jackson Park chapel was being completed; but starting in August 
he had a congregation gathered and organized in December, under the 
name Nativity, with 35 members. The congregation worships i in a nented : 
house at 159 N. 75th street. 

Survey of Minnesota. Dating the Summer of 1932 the aed. en- 


gaged student John Gable to make a survey of Minnesota to find Home 
Mission opportunities. His findings form an interesting document de- 


scribing among other things ten towns of over 1,000 population in the 


state having no distinctively English Lutheran churches, and large per- 
centages of Lutheran population, and the same number of towns under 
1,000 with similar conditions. But lack of funds has prevented any ef- 
forts to investigate these situations further with a view to opening work. 


Special Offering: In accordance with instructions of the Synod 
(P. 74, 1932 Minutes) the Board designated October 23 as the Sunday © 
for a special offering for needy pastors, and disbursed the —— 
$317.35 among six pastors in equal sums. : 


Richfield Protest: As instructed by the Synod, the Board heard a 
committee from the Richfield church at its December meeting, and after- 


- wards informed the church of its opinion that “for the present the best | 


interests of the Kingdom are served by the continuance of the Wood 


Lake Mission at the present location or in its immediate neighborhood” 


and that a future permanent settlement of the problem would be served 
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by Christian forbearance: meanwhile “intensive Mibatoniesen of each 
parish should provide ample fields of labor for each pastor.” “ie 


Wood Lake has moved to a location a half mile further distant an 


Richfield, and is worshipping in a house far better located and more 


suited to church purposes, on Penn avenue at 70th street. 


Church Extension: The Board of American® Mibsions has engaged 


the Rev. Ellis Burgess, D.D., as its special representative in matters in- 


volving Church Extension Loans. Dr. Burgess visited several of the © 


missions in Wisconsin in February and by his judicious counsel helped 
solve many problems in ways favorable both to the congregations and 
to the Board of American Missions. | 


U.L.C.A, Budget. The Budget of appropriations by the Board of 
_ American Missions for 1933 effective January 1 this year was made for 
four months only. At its April meeting that Board found its income 
_ from the benevolences of the U.L.C.A. and all other sources inadequate 
_ to any assurance of continuance of payments on that basis. It thereupon 
ruled that after May 1 as a temporary measure, all pastors receiving 
- salaries exceeding $900 without parsonage from sources other than the 
Board of American Missions, and all pastors receiving $600 and par- 
sonage from sources other than the Board of American Missions will, 
for the present, receive no further allotments. 


Executive Secretary Fry has explained this rule as meaning that 


those affected by it will receive a monthly distribution of all the funds 
available for this purpose in the same proportion as provided on the 
budget for the first four months of 1933. 

Further recommendations adopted by the Board of American Mis- 
sions provide that hereafter all new missions agree that the maximum 
number of years within which support shall be given in salary aid. shall 
not exceed ten years; that all missions on the funds of the Board for 
ten years shall be given a maximum of four years in which to become 
self-supporting; those which have been on the funds of the Board for 


fifteen years shall be given a maximum of three years in which to be- 


come self-supporting; those which have been on the funds of the Board 
for twenty years or more shall be given a maximum of two years in 
which to become self-supporting, to become effective January 1,~1933. 

Upon full consideration of the proposition presented by-the Board 
of American Missions the following action was taken by yom Synodical 
Board:

“This committee is justified in following the accepted pre- 
cedents of the former Seven Year Program Committee.” |

tee on Stewardship. 

A special study of the financial condition of Synod was Satin’ 
and definite efforts made by the President and members of the com- 
mittee through letters and — visitations to bring about 
improvement.

THE REPORT OF THE DELEGATION TO THE EIGHTH 
BIENNIAL CONVENTION OF THE UNITED 
LUTHERAN CHURCH IN AMERICA 


Your delegates faithfully attended the sessions of the United Luth- 


eran Church convention in Philadelphia October 12-19, 1932, and partici- 


pated in many of the discussions. In several instances they succeeded 
in turning the sentiment of the convention in the right direction. The 
delegates were as follows: 
Clerical: P. H. Roth, D.D.; W. P. Gerberding, R. H. Gerberding, 
D.D.; A. A. Hahn, A. A. Zinck, DD.: P. W. Roth, D.D.; P. R. Siebert, 
D.D.: and J. H. Dressler, D.D. Lay: J. K. Jensen, Carl Gottschalk, 
George Hemsing, LeRoy W. Fieting, C. E. Anderson, and H. S. Brooks. 
It will be impossible to give the business of the convention in detail. 
All boards reported that they are operating on a balanced budget and 
are living within their incomes. Drastic reductions in salaries and in the 
cost of operation have been made in all departments of the work of the 
Church but the laborers in the Home, Foreign and Inner Mission fields 


as well as in the educational institutions of the Church are staying man- 


fully by their posts and carrying on with increased consecration. 
Treasurer E. Clarence Miller reported a decrease in receipts on 

apportionment from $1,382,826.19 in 1931 to $1,166,992.17 in. 1932. The 

budget for 1933 and for the next biennium was reduced from $2,400,000 


~ to $2,000,000. This reduced the apportionment to this Synod from $86,268 


to $71,890. 


Secretary A. E. Black resorted on the bee al s Movement. Among. 


the recommendations which were adopted was this: “That our seminaries 


_ give a course in Church Administration.” We can say that such a _ 


course is given in our school by the president and treasurer of the Synod 
and by the professor of Practical Theology. 

“Correlation, Concentration and Cooperation” were the key words 
in the report of the Board of Education. 
Dr. E. F. Burgess, presenting a survey of Canada authorized by the 
Executive Board, paid a tribute to the loyalty and consecration. of the 
Canadian pastors and devotion of the people, where in the past two 


years thirty-seven new congregations have been established. 


The report of the committee on plan of. apportionment called forth 


pleas for the “grace system” by our President Gerberding, Dr. P. W.. 
Roth, and others. All items of the proposed plan were referred with the — 


entire report to the synods for consideration at their next annual ses- 
sions, their actions thereon to be reported to the Committee which is to 
make recommendations to the next meeting of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. The plan is found on page 89 of the Minutes of the 


—ULL.C.A. convention. Our Mr. Jensen is a member of the committee. 
The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief was subjected to an 


investigation referred to the Commission on Investments which reported 


in part to the convention. Among their items were these: “There is not 
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any question and there has not been any question with respect to the 
personal or official integrity of any member of the Board. * * * That 
the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief be instructed to cooperate 
with the Commission on Investments in continuing the Commission’s 
investigation as directed by the Church and in setting up such organiza- 
tion and procedure as shall assure the maximum protection to the in- 


- vested and investible funds of the Board.” - 


The consideration of the report of the Joint Agency on the Semi- 
naries was made a special order of business. Because of the arguments 
of our delegates the report was Jamended. It was worth the trip to 
Philadelphia to hear Dr. P. H. Roth plead for the principle of synodical 
rights and to listen to Dr. P. W. Roth beg the convention not to 
strangle the child Liberty in its own cradle. The portion of the recom- 
mendations adopted which particularly concerns us is found on pages 


- 453 and 454 of the Minutes of the Philadelphia Convention.

THE REPORT OF THE HISTORIAN 


Spared by a merciful Providence we are privileged to celebrate, 
this year, the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the English Luth- 
eran work in the Northwest, spreading from the great lakes to the 
Pacific. The first regular services were held in Old St. John’s on March 
lith, 1883, with seven present. The congregation was incorporated June 
8th the same year. In St. Paul the first services were held on June 3rd 
with thirteen present, only four of whom were prospective members. 
Out of this feeble beginning have grown two synods, the Northwest 
and the Pacific, numbering at the last reports 54,466 baptized souls and 
34,617 confirmed. Truly, what a glorious harvest by the blessing of the 
Lord. 

Your Historian would co iceealls call the Synod’s attention to the 
following innaccuracy in the Minutes of the 1932 Convention; On page 
71, last paragraph, the name of Salem church, Minneapolis, was omitted 
in the list of congregations organized as the result of the work of the 
Rev. G. H. Trabert. 

The Synod of the Northwest was organized on September 23rd, 
1891, not on the 22nd as the Year Book and the U.L.C.A. Minutes have it. 

The Minutes of the Synod have been recording the organization of 
St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, as 1887. That is the date of the cornerstone 
laying. The church was not organized until 1890. This error should also 
be corrected. |

Mrs. Bertha Kunkleman ie wife of Rev. W. F. Bacher, D.D., 
pastor of St. John’s Lutheran Church of Elkhorn, Wis., died at Roches- 
ter, Minn., on Friday, May 6, — an operation portent on the 
Wednesday. 
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Mrs. Bacher was born in Indianapolis, Ind., May 3, 1865. She was 
a graduate of Thiel College, Greenville, Pa. She was united in marriage 
to Rev. W. F. Bacher on Oct. 3, 1889, who with three children, John, of 
Paris, France; Mrs. C. A. Piel, Carthage, Ill., and Mrs. D. H. Shelhart, 
Beaver Dam, Wis., survive her. Also two brothers, Dr. D. R. Kunkleman 
of Pittsburgh and Rev. M. R. Kunkleman of Charleroi, Pa. and one 
sister, Mrs. Ella Miller of Greenville, Pa., survive. 

Mrs. Bacher came with her husband to Elkhorn from Winnipeg, 


Canada, in 1929. She was an active member of the History Club and of 


the D. A. R. She was especially interested in the work of the Women’s 
Missionary Society of the Wisconsin Conference of the Synod of the 
Northwest and of the United Lutheran Church, and of course, the wel- 
fare of the church at Elkhorn was uppermost in her mind. 

Funeral services were held in the church, Rev. J. F. Fedders, D.D., 
conducting the altar service, and Rev. Paul W. Roth, D.D., of Milwaukee 
preaching the sermon. Burial was in Hazel Ridge Cemetery, the Rev. 
M. R. Kunkleman, Mrs. Bacher’s brother, reading the burial service. 


Rev. Willis Beck, son of George Ezra and Mary Beck, was born at 
Stone Church, Pa.

Thirty years of Rev. Beck’s ministry was in ihe Synod ‘of the 
Northwest. His record is one of faithful and devoted service, a proof 
whereof is the results of his labors in the Zumbrota-Goodhue-Cannon 
Falls Parish, where multitudes of persons of all ages in these communi- 
ties have felt the influence of his genial ——— his sound teaching

His energy and devotion to his calling remained unabated when he 
relinquished this field to accept a call to West Bend, Wis. A monument

Dr. McConnell was very soon recognized as a leader. His sermons
